Note:  Edward  Rutledge  (17.49-1800)  was  born  in  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and,  as  was  customary  at  that  period,  studied  law  at  the  Temple  in 
London.  Upon  being  called  to  the  bar,  he  returned  to  Charleston.  In  1774, 
he  was  sent  to  the  Continental  Congress  and  took  an  active  part  in  the 
discussion  preceding  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  of  which  he  was 
one  of  the  signers.  As  captain  in  the  Charleston  Artillery,  he  assisted  in 
dislodging  British  regulars  from  the  Island  of  Port  Royal,  and  while 
executing  a  mission  for  General  Benjamin  Lincoln  during  the  seige  of 
Charleston,  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  and  was  imprisoned  in 
St.  Augustine  for  a  year  after  the  capitulation. 

This  silver  mug,  which  is  of  the  so-called  Oxford  type,  was  taken 
from  a  well  in  Charleston  years  ago,  which  accounts  for  its  dented  sur- 
face and  the  repair  at  the  base,  and  lends  credence  to  the  legend  that  part 
of  the  Rutledge  family  silver  was  thrown  into  a  well  during  the  British 
occupation  of  Charleston  to  save  it  from  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

The  mug  was  obtained  by  the  present  owner  from  a  member  of  the 
Rutledge  family,  and  further  evidence  of  authenticity  will  be  given  to 
the  purchaser.
